Influenced by tlie representations of Dan- 


iel Boone.acompanyof emigrants was speed- 
ily formed, including Boonc's family. It 
was this company that founded the llritset- 
tlemoiit in Southern Kentucky, at the place 
since known as Boousborough; the imiuuJc- 
riving from Captain Daniel Uoone. This 
brief but authentic sketch of the adventures 
of Daniel lioone, written for the Detroit 
Free /Vwa, will correct the erroneous com- 
mon (vpiuioa, once very general, that he 
spent a largo portion of his life as a hermit 
in tho caves of Kentucky. The writer's fa- 
tber was an old friend nt i.he adventurous 
settler. 


Boone was subsequently taken prisoner 


by tbe Indians, while with oi.hnrs he was 
engaged iu making salt at the liluc Links,

. about ono "hundred miles north nf Fort 


"i°c, ;.._.!?.D" I Boone, as tho place of i.nc settlement was 


then called, and was, wit.h ten rimers, car- 
ried north to Detroit. Tho oi.hnrs were 
shortly ransomed by British otllorrs . and 
sent home, but large sums wore rcl'iiseil *oi' 
Boone, on account of his great strength and 
bravery. 
From Detroit he was brought 


back to an Indian town ou tho Little Miami, 
where he was adopted into .111 Indian fam- 
ily as a chief. Tho process ivas begun bv 
plucking every hair from His head, except ;i 
tuft on the summit, which was 1,0":ip allowed 
to gruw to a great length, :ind t.n be orna- 
mented by braiding jt in with Trinkets. 
This he. was told wcs a innrk of distinction 
and honor, as well as also to enable his ene- 
mies, should he fail in battle, to scuic him 
and with greater celerity remove his scalp 
with the knife, besides showing that he was 
a chief who hau fallen.

Boono affected to acquiesce cheerfully, nnd 
even to be pleased, while ar. the samo timo 
he was thinking of his wife ami children ho 
had left at Ii"ort ]3oone, and imagining pos- 
sible methods of escape and nf once more 
getting back to them.

The c:ir:h re- 


moved, the explorers came upon a lon£ 
building ooii.sibLiisj; of thrtic chambers and 
a uomiL'etiiig pusbOge, The Length o? tho 
whole is about six;y-suvim fjet. The Avails 
arc constructed of rnassivo, wcll-licwr. slabs 
of stone and arc covered with stucco, whicli 
in turn is elaborately decorated with fres- 
coes. Tin: floor, also formed of some slabs, 
is laid in cement. The doorway of the first 
oi' the three chain bo rs is ornamented with u 
plain uornicc, und the aperturo has been 
closed by means of slabs of stones.

This chamber proved to beu perfect treas- 


ure-house o£ urchxologic.il relics. 
In a 


corner to the ri.'-jfit of the entrance stood n 
Iar£0 earthen amphoni. Close to it lay a 
silver vessel and a small ^laxcd earthen- 
ware cup, together with about l.W glass 
bends and the remains of a copper ladle, A 
few uf the beads wore evidently of Egyptian 
origin; others wcv,cj shaped like the human 
head and yet others were medallion-shaped. 
One of these lust bore the iijrurc of a lion; 
another thi: portrait of a Roman Emperor: 
u third the efllcry or a warrior completely 
armed with brcoistplaU', helmet, shield und 
spear. I^ear the center of the chamber 
were found some fragments of iron which 
had evidently unco formed part of a largo 
wheel, the bones of two liurscs, and some- 
rusty remnants of bridles, 


But tho most interesting objects lay near 


the left wall of tho chamber. There, with 
Us head turned toward the cast, was found 
the skeleton of a young woman who in life 
had dearly been a person of high rack. 
Around her iieuk was u heavy baud of gold- 
en filigree work with peadaut ornaments, 
and \virti u central plaque bearing a bull's 
head. Hcsiilc the skull was a thin, triangu- 
lar golden plate nearly eight inches broad 
and ornnniuntert with li^urcs ir relief— tho 
main ornament of the lady's head-dress, for 
us angles were encli bored with round 
holes. Near this phitc were fouad sixteen 
birds of beaten goldt each about half an 
inch high ami Ofty small, thin gold plaques 
decorated with masks, stars and heads of 
Mcdusa\ K;u:h of these plao.tics is provided 
with .sir.nll holes, and the plates had no 
•ioubtbccn fastened to the woman's cap. 
jJcneath the skuil lay t\v*o gold earrings of 
line iili^rec work and a sold chain, to One 
eud of which n. charm, shaped like a lion's 
head, was appended.

skolcton were encircled hy massive brace- 
lets sluipcd like snakes with horse's heads, J 
anO on one linger of the right hand was a 
broad gold ring engraved with a Hgurc of 
the Muse Eratc playing on t.hc lyre.

In about a month I was diacov - 


ered bv a woman who was looking for 
medieinal plants. She gave the alarm and 
I was seized, taken back to the village and 
delivered to the chief who had madetbe al- 
liace- with Captain Hanssens.

-was alone with him 1 told him he bad a 
terrible account to settle with tie whites 
for what he had done. Tho chief said he 
wai not responsible for the death of my 
friends, for if they had followed hb coun- 
sel they would have been safe. He told me 
that it I would promise to tcU the Captam 
my friends had be«n accidentally drowned 
he would protect me. I promised to do so. 
The chief put a guard over me, but did not 
confine me, and for some weeks I hoped 
to escape the fate of my friends. 


'•The* the people of the village went to 


the chief and demanded my body ior a 
feast. 'It is useless,' they said, 'to hope to 
satisfy the white man by restoring to him 
only one of his men. Since we have billed 
the other men it is better to make way with 
this witness of the act.' For days the chief 
refused to Rive me up to his men, but 1 
saw at last that he was certain to yield to 
the solicitations, which were becoming 
more and more pressing.
